Propagation of Speeches, ° 

So far a3 is known, and with. the 
exception of the primates, all 
mammals in, a state, of nature have 
breeding seasona. It is to the breed- 
ing seagon that one must mainly 
look in order to understand their 
yocial relations. The South, Amer- 
ican jaguar, for instance, lives a 
solitary life for all but four or five 
weeks of the year. During these 
few weeks, which maRe up the 
breeding season, it pairs, maintain- 
ing a’ monogamous unlon: until the
